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SHOPPING DAYS 
UNTIL CHRISTMAS 


It is my custom to thumb through 
the pages of the Saturday Evening 
Post each Tuesday to select the first 
story or article for reading. 1 usually 
pursue this perusal to the last page 
before turning back to read care­ 
fully, but this last week 1 stopped 
short at the article, "Life On The 
Desert," by Frank Condon. The title 
arrested my attention, but the illus­ 
tration of the Indians and their at 
tire immediately suggested that 
I 
would learn something unusual about 
the natural history of our desert. 
Plunging into the article ev­ 
erything proceeded nicely and 
I read with interest, gradually 
giving up hope after mention of 
the Joshua tree, that the author 
would touch further upon the 
natural history of the desert, 
but I was revived with a start 
near the end of the article for 
there he began to wander about 
the desert with evidence that 
the heat was beginning to af­ 
fect his authenticity. You might 
ask how that enters into my life 
—-but the statements about the 
unusual wonders of our vicin­ 
ity have been brought to my at­ 
tention, for I have been asked 
where that queer "chova ball’’ 
can be found and just where 
one can find that “man-sized 
choya ball” which jumps at a 
person’s upheld hand and how- 
come there are smoke trees on 
the flat. I fear that some lo' 
calite has been conversing too 
loosely — for where else could 
one gain the idea that reeds 
g ro w o n s m o k e tr e e s th u s g iv in g 
the name, smoke tree? Possibly 
some visitor confused the emer­ 
gency situation of using a reed 
for a pipe stem to provide a 
smoke, with the common name 
of our smoke tree, and passed 
the information into circula­ 
tion. 
W hat Banning thinks (without 
feeling an earthquake) 
of being 
shoved some five hundred feet, more 
or less, in the air will have to be 
answered there. And I would like 
to have that Joshua tree pointed out, 
to which one can tie up to if park­ 
ing space on the side streets is not 
to be found. Bringing attention to 
the Joshua tree might cause some 
of the local residents to sit on the 
porch Sunday afternoons with a 
shotgun to keep the tourists from 
tying up to the Joshua trees in the 
front yard. The Joshua trees have 
been brought in from a locality 
many miles from here but it might 
be difficult to explain to Sunday pic­ 
nic parties. These picnickers now 
occupy themselves in littering up the 
ground beneath the smoke trees but 
they might take it into their heads 
to transfer their affections. Dr. 
Hoagland’s beautiful Joshua trees arc- 
protected by a wall but my two arc 
not protected, and being somewhat 
out in the desert and among the 
smoke trees, may come to the notice 
of readers of "Life On The Desert.’ 
But I did enjoy the article and hope 
that it may be arranged to take Mr. 
Condon on a trip about the desert 
in this locality. 
There are plants on our des­ 
ert that one is surprised to find 
and the very unexpectedness of 
it lures one on in widening his 
acquaintance with the desert 
plants. For instance, there are 
at least ten species of ferns. 
Early rains are bringing them 
into evidence. During dry pe­ 
riods the ferns seem to have 
given up the struggle of living, 
for they appear to be dead but 
with the coming of the rains 
they uncurl, green appears, and 
there is the live fern. There is 
also a small clubmoss (Selagin- 
ella eremophila). The desert tea 
(Ephedra californica) must not 
be forgotten for it belongs to 
the cone-bearing plants. If you 
look carefully you will find this 
small cone. Desert tea belongs 
to the Gnetaceac family which

to his home. A lvarado and Lopez left 
the town a t about 11:30 o’clock, Coro­ 
ner W hite learned from Alvarado, and 
a t the ill-fated shack, A lvarado p art­ 
ed from Lopez.

a depth of 295 feet. 
The shops face 
inw*ard on th e court, which is actual­ 
ly a through street from Palm Canyon 
Drive to Indian avenue, and 
others 
have entrances on th e th ree streets 
which surround th e project. 
All are 
richly finished inside in Spanish m an­ 
n er and the m ajority of the shops are 
selecting th e ir own fixtures and fur­ 
nishings, bu t keeping them 
in 
h ar­ 
mony with the en tire plan. 
"Back of the shops and a p art of 
the developm ent a re cottages, 
sur­ 
rounded by patios filled w ith grass 
and flowers and trees, 
all

grounds 
irrigated

ground and all w ires 
also 
under­ 
ground. 
T he cottages are all furnish­ 
ed, or will he when the developm ent 
is com pleted, and are of the m ost mod­ 
ern type w ith electric heating, each 
w ith its own fireplace, oak-block floors 
and every convenience.

Ask Reduction 
Of Telephone 
Rates 


In an effo rt to secure reduction 


of telephone 'rates in the outlying 


areas of P alm Springs, the Realty 


Board recen tly adopted a resolu­ 
tion requesting the telephone com­ 


pany to e lim in a te the zones and 


to have th e same rate throughout 


Palm Springs as is now m ain ta in ­ 


ed in the p rim a ry rate area, which 
com prises the area from 
Ramon 


Road to A lejo Road, and from a 


short distance east of Ind ian ave­ 


nue to the m ountains. 
At present there is added to the 
primary rate, 50 cents per month for 
main line telephones. 35 cents for two- 
party lines, and 25 cents for four-party 
linos, for each quarter m ile beyond 
the primary rate area, thus, a main 
line telephone in the primary area is 
$4.25 per month, and a main line tele­ 
phone one m ile from the boundary of 
that area is $6.25 per month; a two- 
party line phone correspondingly $3.25 
j and $4.65. 
I 
Edward Fisher, manager of the tele- 
I phone company, stated this week that 
j the company is considering the revis 
I ion of telephone rates by extending 
the boundary of the primary rate area 
but that it will be practically impos­ 
sible to accom plish this before the be­ 
ginning of next season, due to the fact 
that the survey will have to be made 
when the maximum number of tele­ 
phones are out in the summer. He 
said the average period of active tele­ 
phones in Palm Springs is about four 
months in the year, and consequently 
an expensive plant must be maintain­ 
ed during a long period when few 
telephones are connected.

Preceding the general m eeting of 
the County C ham ber m eeting a t the 
D esert Inn Tuesday noon, the county 
directors passed a resolution request­ 
ing the state board of 
forestry 
to 
eradicate the pine bark beetle which 
th reaten s 57.000 acres of 
pine 
fo r­ 
ests in the San Jacinto 
m ountains, 
which cover the w atershed serving all 
of the com m unities of central R iver­ 
side county. 


It was pointed out th at the 
pine 
bark beetle feeds on the sap of pine 
trees, and as soon as the tree dies 
it goes to another live tree. 
Conse­ 
quently the process of eradication 
is

San Q uentin began carrying 
out death sentences in 1893, 43 yéars ¡ 
ago. which m eans som ewhat 
m ore 
than five hangings a year average. 
M any states have sought to soften the 
atm osphere of legal killing by other 
m eans of disposing of such crim inals. 
They have employed th e firing squad, 
electric chairs, have used gas. 
but 
th ere really isn’t much difference in 
th e h o rro r of taking hum an life, and 
hanging is probably as decent and ef­ 
fective as any other. 
In M ichigan 
hanging or taking of life in any form 
is no t perm itted. 
T he convicted m ur­ 
d erer can suffer no more than life 
im prisonm ent—which some claim is 
even m ore cruel than snuffing out

m an’s life. W e don’t profess to know , ¡ 
but th re a t of the rope about 
one’s , 
neck is an effective deterent for th e 
would-be deliberate m urderer.

a re scores of exceptions, no doubt, to 
throw doubt on th a t statem ent, but 
we believe a hundredfold m ore w here 
the knife or gun was withheld because 
of th e probable penalty.

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first-hand knowledge of the 
British government. He gave 
the most plausible reason for the 
king’s abdication, a reason that 
isn’t mentioned in the newspa­ 
pers. He dwelt at length on the 
background, that led up to the 
present crisis, a background sim­ 
ilar to the one in Spain. In Eng* 
land, he said, aristocracy rules, 
even though it is considered a 
democracy, for democracy there 
does only what aristocracy wants 
it to do. Edward is extremely 
democratic, as is evidenced by 
his actions in cleaning up the 
tenement districts. Too often he 
embarrassed aristocracy, this 
man said. In England the eldest 
son of a nobleman falls heir to 
the title and all the property, 
but he must support the other 
sons. These second, third and 
fourth sons, having nothing else 
to do, and being aristocrats, 
they must not work or engage in 
ordinary business, they naturally 
engage in four vocations, the 
army, the navy, the clergy, or 
politics. Consequently the army, 
navy, church, and all politics in 
England is controlled, not by 
men who have come up from 
the ranks, but by men w ho hold 
the key positions because they 
are sons of aristocracy. 
Said this man. King Edward did 
not like such a system, and conse­ 
quently he antagonized the premier, 
the bishop, and all nobility. To re­ 
main a puppet king, without the 
right to change a system that he ab­ 
horred, was intolerable to Edward. 
He could not go to the people be­ 
cause all of aristocracy would oppose 
him, besides, such procedure would 
cause serious upheaval—and he is a 
man of peace. He could not abdicate 
without reason, for this would like­ 
wise cause trouble. So he took the 
easiest way out, he abdicated for a 
woman he loved, which would amply 
justify him before all the people. 
This man said he docs not doubt that 
Edward loves the American divorcee 
more than life itself, but he is also 
convinced he loves his country more. 
He is a hero who is willing to take 
the brunt without revealing the real 
cause, in order that his country may 
not suffer more. 
This attorney also stated that 
Edward would never set foot on 
British soil again, unless condi­ 
tions become so serious that he 
is recalled by the people. If that 
should happen, both men I have 
just quoted may be right, and 
Edward may be the last king of 
England.

grade crossing, the present road hav­ 
ing two bad curves just beyond the 
bridge, one on each side of the rail­ 
way track, one northwest of the rail­ 
way station, and one at the junction 
near the Three Musketeers. 
The contract now underway calls 
for $121,600 for the construction of 
the new three-lane concrete bridge and 
the widening and straightelng of the 
road along Whitewater Point this side 
of the bridge. This will be accom­ 
plished by blasting the points and us­ 
ing the rock thus obtained to fill in 
the indenture along the river wash. 
The line of the new road, which will 
be wide and practically straight, is 
now plainly indicated by the rock fill 
that has been started in the river 
wash. Oswald Brothers of Elsinore 
have the contract. 
Thus the new highway will follow 


almost a straight line, with only a 
slight swing to the west at several 
points and clear visibility along the 
entire road. 
Mr. Roussell’s letter also stated that 
$30,000 has been tentatively budgeted 
for the improvement of the Palm 
Springs-Indio road in the vicinity of 
Cathedral City, to “shoot off” the 
points and to eliminate the curves. 
This work will undoubtedly be under­ 
taken early next summer.
